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MARKET  REVIEW 


The  March  crop  report  of  the  Department's  Crop  R eporting  Board 
indicates  that,  as  of  March  1,  growers  intended  to  plant  1,495,000 
acres  to  sugarbeets  for  harvest  in  1970.  This  would  be  about  nine 
percent  below  last  year's  record  high  ac  reage  .  Based  on  average  yields 
the  1970  planted  acreage  would  yield  about  25  million  tons  of  sugarbeets 
compared  with  28.5  million  tons  produced  in  1969  and  25.4  million  tons 
in  1968. 

Soil  moisture  supplies  were  reported  as  adequate  for  planting  in 
most  producing  areas.  Outlook  for  irrigation  supplies  is  good  in  most 
major  producing  areas .  Fall  plauited  beets  in  Arizona  and  in  the 
Imperial  Valley  of  California  were  reported  in  good  condition  witn  har- 
vest expected  to  begin  in  early  April..  Planting  of  spring  beets  is  just 
getting  under"  way  in  the  southeast  area  of  Arizona. 

The  harvest  of  the  1969-70  crop  of  sugarcane  in  Florida  is  about 
complete  with  final  reports  of  all  but  four  of  the  processors  already 
made. As  of  March20,cane  sugar  produc  tion  amounted  to  515,586  tons 
compared  with  543  ,  000  tons  produced  last  year  when  all  mills  had 
completed  grinding.  Total  outturn  this  year  is  not  expected  to  exceed 
535,000   short  tons,  raw  value. 

Production  of  1970  crop  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  totaled  119,  447  tons, 
96^  basis ,  through  March  14..  As  of  that  date  last  yeai;  the  Hawaiian 
sugar  plantations  were  in  the  midst  of  a  work  stoppage  so  that  data 
for  the  comparable  period  are  not  available.  However,  1968  crop 
production  through  March  16  totaled  129,000  tons. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Puerto  Rico  totaled  2 1 1  ,  000  tons  through 
March  15  or  about  59,000  tons  more  thanas  of  the  comparable  date 
last  year.  The  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  has  averaged  only  7.647 
percent  sofar  this  year  c  ompar  ed  with  8  .  760-  percent  during  the  same 
part  of  last  year.  The  reduced  yield  in  1970  is  due  principally  to  in- 
creased trash  content  of  the  cane.  Part  of  the  increased  trash  has 
resulted  from  rainy  weather  during  harvesting  and  part  to  the 
scarcity  of  cane  cutters  and  greater  dependence  on  mechanical 
harvesters . 
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Sugar  sales  by  primary  distributor s  daring  1970  continued  at  a  brisk 
pace  and  res'ulted  in  some  drawdown  of  stocks,  as  compared  withlast 
year.  Through  March  14,  distribution  amounted  to  1,986,000  short 
tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports.  This  was  297,000 
tons  more  than  during  the  comparable  period  last  year.  This  year's 
reported  deliveries  do  not  include  constructive  deliveries  of  about 
50,000  tons  of  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December  1969 
but  actually  delivered  in  January  and  February  of  1970.  The 
comparable  figure  a  year  ago  was  217,000  tons. 

Refined  sugar  deliveries  by  states  during  January  1970  were  18 
percent  above  those  of  January  1969.  Increases  occurred  in  four  of 
the  five  geographical  regions.  The  West  was  up  the  most  -  55  percent 
followed  by  the  North  Central  region  up  36  percent,  the  South  up  13 
percent  and  the  New  England  region  up  7  percent.  Deliveries  in  the 
mid-Atlantic  region  in  January  were  about  8  percent  below  those  of 
January  last  year.  These  reported  figures  in  most  cases  tend  to 
exaggerate  the  real  improvement  since  a  smaller  quantity  of 
constructive  deliveries  were  being  absorbed  by  the  market  this  January 
than  last. 

Individually,  40  states  had  increased  deliveries  as  compared  with 
last  year;  two  states  had  about  the  same  deliveries  while  eight  states 
had  less.  Five  states  received  over  100,000  hundredweight  of  sugar 
more  in  January  of  1970  than  in  this  month  of  1969.  They  were 
California  up  533,000  hundredweight,  Illinois  up  264,000,  Ohio  up 
224,000,  Michigan  up  21  1,000  and  Texas  up  141,000  hundredweight. 
Of  those  states  receiving  less  sugar  only  Pennsylvania  was  down 
more  than  100,000  hundredweight. 

Inventories   of  raw  and  refined  sugar  of  all  primary  distributors 
as  of  February  28,   1970   totaled  2,792,000   short  tons,     raw  value, 
according  to  preliminary  reports.  This  was   3  54,000   tons  less  than  on 
the  same  date  last  year  and  about  66,000   tons  less  than  on  January 
31,    1970.    Beet  processors'   stocks   of  1,707,000   tons     were  30,000 
tons  larger  than  a  month  earlier  but   126,000  tons   smaller  than  at  the 
end  of  February  last  year.    Cane   sugar   refiners'   stocks   of  raw  and 
refined  sugar  were   reported  as   674,000   tons   on  February  28,  1970, 
down  86, 000  tons  from  a  month  earlier  and  down  148,000  tons  from  a 
year  earlier. 
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During  the  period  under  review  there  have  been  few  announced 
changes  in  the  quoted  wholesale  prices  in  the  several  geographic 
regions  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  basis  pack.  Two  sellers  in  the 
Gulf  region  announced  that  until  close  of  business  March  31  consid- 
eration would  be  given  to  contracts  for  100-pound  bags  of  sugar  for 
shipment  or  delivery  through  May  29,  1970  at  10.85  cents  per  pound. 
Most  sellers  in  this  region  are  currently  quoting  the  basis  pack  at 
10.90  cents  per  pound.  In  the  Eastern  beet,  Chicago-west  and  South- 
west regions,  most  sellers  are  quoting  100-pound  paper  bags  at  10.85 
cents  per  pound  compared  with  10.50  to  10.85  cents  a  month  ago. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  as  of  March  25  ,  by  regions, 
for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  pack--  100-pound 
paper  bags.  Significant  variations  between  actual  and  quoted  prices 
may  be  found  in  certain  regions  reflecting  competitive  conditions 
peculiar  to  these  regions.

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound 
paper  bags  was  12.58  cents  per  pound  in  February,  up  from  12.54 
cents  in  January  and  up  from   12.20   cents  during  February  1969. 

The  price  quotation  for  raw  sugar  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New 
York,  as  quoted  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  averaged 
7.96  cents  per  pound  during  February,  down  from  8.11  cents  during 
January  1970  and  up  from  7.69  cents  in  February  1969.  The  quotation 
was  strong  during  January,  starting  1970  at  8.00  cents  per  pound  and 
rising  to  8.  18  cents  during  the  period  January-22-28 .  On  January  29 
the  quotation  dropped  to  8.05  cents  and  continued  to  weaken  during 
February  reaching  7  . 90  cents  on  Feb;  18.  On  March  24,  the  price 

quotation  was  7.90  cents  per  pound  and  for  the  period  March  1-24 
averaged  7.90  cents  compared  with  7  .  76  cents  during  the  comparable 
period  last  year. 
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Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  to  processors  of  food  and  other 
products  during  calendar  year  1969  were  down  about  one  percent  as 
compared  with  1968  while  deliveries  of  sugar  for  consumption  in  the 
homes  and  institutions  declined  about  five  percent.  Three  of  the  food 
processing  groups  received  more  sugar  in  1969  than  in  1968,  four 
received  less.  Beverage  manufacturers  had  the  largest  gain  3.7 
percent  followed  by  ice  cream  and  dairy  pr  oducts  ,  up  2 «  5  percent  and 
non-food  products  up  0.5  percent.  Multiple  and  unclassified  food  uses 
declined  the  most  -  6.2  percent  followed  by  confectionery  and  related 
products  -  down  4.4  percent,  bakery,  cereal  and  allied  products  down 
3.7  percent  and  canners  down  0.8  percent. 

Deliveries  to  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions  which  accounted 
for  less  than  one  percent  of  the  total  1969  deliveries  of  refined  sugar 
increased  7.9  percent  above  calendar  year  1968,  while  all  other  non- 
industrial  type  users  declined.  Wholesalers  (about  21  percent  of  1969 
deliveries)  declined  the  most  6.6  percent.  Deliveries  to  retail 
grocers,  chain  stores  and  super-markets  were  down  2 .  5  percent  ;and 
deliveries  to  all  other  types  of  non-industrial  users  were  down  2.8 
percent . 

Primary  distributors'  direct  deliveries  of  all  sugar  (packaged, 
bulk  and  liquid  -  both  cane  and  beet)  during  calendar  year  1969 
declined  about  2.2  percent  as  compared  with  1968.  Total  deliveries 
of  beet  sugar  which  accounted  for  more  than  30  percent  of  the  1969 
total,  increased  4.2  percent  above  1968  while  deliveries  of  cane  sugar 
decreased  almost  five  percent. 

Deliveries  of  cane  and  beet  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages  (  less 
than  50  pounds)  by  primary  distributors  were  4.1  percent  les's  in  1969 
than  in  1968.  Deliveries  were  below  those  during  1968  in  all  of  the 
.regions  except  the  West  where  they  were  1.4  percent  larger* 
Calendar  year  1969  deliveries  of  cane  sugar  in  consumer- size  pack- 
ages decreased  in  all  regions  as  compared  with  1968  while  similarly 
packaged  beet  sugar  declined  in  all  areas  except  the  New  England. 

Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar  ,  both  cane  and  beet ,  by  primary  distri- 
butors during  calendar  year  1969  increased  4.5  percent  as  compared 
with     calendar    year     1968.      Deliveries  of  liquid    cane  sugar  which 
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accounted  for  about  80  percent  of  the  total  liquid  sugar  deliveries  in 
1969,  increased  about  3.2  percent  above  1968  while  deliveries  of  liquid 
beet  sugar  increased  about  ten  percent. 

Sales  of  dextrose  by  primary  distributors  during  calendar  year 
1969  declined  about  one  percent  below  those  of  calendar  year  1968. 
Sales  to  industrial  users  declined  0 ."  5  percent  while  sales  to  non- 
industrial  users,  which  accounted  for  less  than  four  percent  of  all 
reported  dextrose  sales  in  1969  declined  11.3  percent.  Three  of  the 
seven  industrial  type  users  received  more  dextrose  in  1969  than  in 
1968.  They  were:  beverage  mamuf actur ers  up  4.8  percent,  multiple 
and  unclassified  food  uses  up  4.5  percent  and  non-food  uses  up  5.4 
percent.  Reported  sales  were  down  to  confectioners  16.5  percent,  to 
bakers  1.  4  percent,  and  to  canners  0.5  percent  while  deliveries  for 
use  in  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  were  about  the  same  in  1969 
as  in  1968 . 

The  World  sugar  price  (contract  No.  8  of  the  New  York  Coffee 
and  Sugar  Exchange)  continues  to  show  strength  in  1970,  following  a 
similar  pattern  to  that  of  last  year.  In  1969  the  World  spot  quotation 
rose  from  an  average  of  2.9  5  cents  per  pound  for  January  to  3.23 
cents  for  February  and  to  3.70  cents  for  March.  This  year,  the  price 
averaged  3.12  cents  per  pound  in  January,  3.23  cents  in  February 
and  since  March  1  has  fluctuated  between  3.32  cents  and  3.55  cents 
per  pound.  On  March  24  the  World  spot  quotation  was  3.55  cents  and 
for  the  period  March  1-20  averaged  3.41  cents  compared  with  3.66 
cents  during  this  period  of  last  year. 

The  International  Sugar  Organization  on  March  19 ,  r-ecognizing  that 
the  price  had  exceeded  3.25  cents  for  the  required  17-day  period, 
removed  the  ban  on  member  importers  accepting  sugar  from  non- 
member  exporters.  The  Council  also  on  March  20  accepted  the 
estimate  of  its  statistical  and  executive  committees  that  world  market 
requirements  in  1970  would  total  8.632  million  metric  tons  and  that 
exports  from  non-members  would  amount  to  1.33  million  metric  tons.

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STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 
HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  February  1970  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption 
775,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  (preliminary)  down  about  40,000  tons 
from  January  1970  and  up  164,000  tons  from  February  1969  .January- 
February  1970  deliveries  1,591,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  up*  288 , 000 
tons  from  January-February  1969.  Final  data  for  January  1970  deli- 
veries 815,000  short  tons,  raw  value  -  previously  published  prelim- 
inary as  831,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  February  28,  1970  were  2,792,000 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  354,000  from  a  year  ago, 
and  down  66,000  tons  from  January  31,  1970.  During  February 
refiners'  stocks  decreased  86,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  in- 
creased 30,000  tons,  importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks 
were  about  unchanged,  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  decreased 
10,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  February  28,1970  were  1,987,807 
short  tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  8,812,193  tons  to  be 
supplied  within  the  10,800,000  ton  total.
